Stanley Ketchel was born In, 
Grand Rapida. Mich.. 23 years ago. 
He waa of Polish descent. hJa real 
name being Stanislaus Klecal. He 
worked *ln a furniture factory In 
Grand Rapids for a time, and' when 
1« went to Butte. Mont., where he 
was a cow puncher, bell boy, and 
worked at various other pursuits be¬ 
fore he became a pugilist. He fought 
his*first battle at Butte In 1903, knock¬ 
ing out Kid Tracey In one round. 
He soon gained quite a reputation as 
a fighter aroung Butte. He partici¬ 
pated In a number of battles during 
1904, 1905 and 1906, most of them be¬ 
ing knock-outs. 

The trig purses offered to fighters 
on the Pacific coast drew him to Cal¬ 
ifornia. where his fame as a terrific 
hitter, bad preceded him In 1907 he 
attracted the attention of the pugll 
ltdlc world by fighting a draw with 
J»e Thomas, then regarded as the 
best man in the middleweight ranks.
